Override supporters and oppo- 
nents celebrated the end of the race 
and all their hard work after results 
were posted. At least two parties 
were thrown afterwards, at the 
homes of Bill and Bunny Downs 
and Thyra Sherman. 

The “yes people” and “no peo- 
ple.” as the two groups referred to 
each other, cracked open cham- 
pagne, bottles of wine and beer, 
and enjoyed refreshments. The 
cultures of each group showed 
through in the celebrations. While 
the Support Our Students commit- 
tee, which raised more than $6,000 
in donations and revenue, cut into 
a six-inch-tall, double-layer cake 
topped with chocolate-dipped 
strawberries, Audrey Nason at the 
Keep Andover Affordable party 
opened a gallon of Market Basket 
vanilla ice cream for her home- 
made rhubarb pastry. “We live 
within our budget,” said Nason. 

“Hallelujah,” Bunny Downs, 
member of KAA, said as she fell 
on her couch. “We worked harder 
for this election than we ever 
worked for Bill’s elections,” she 
said. As the champagne flowed, 
and press photographers flashed 
photos, chairman Dennis Teves 
made the toast, “This is to fiscal 
restraint!”

“The 
schools will be fine. It’s a good 
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school system,” she said. Kruse 
donated the remainder of her cam- 
paign money, $198.71, to the SOS 
committee. 

But despite the festivities, there 
was disappointment. “It’s sad that 
the people of this town would not 
give a million dollars for the stu- 
dents,” said Sherman. She called it, 
“a sad reflection of Andover’s 
legacy of education.” 

SOS member Tony James put 
his best face forward, “We were 
very proud of the manner we ran 
our campaign. We think we estab- 
lished a new standard which will 
be repeated in future campaigns.” 

While good sportsmanship was 
shown in the simple act of School 
Committee member Gerry Gustus 
shaking Bill Downs’s hand and 
offering him congratulations, 
reports of bad manners were made. 
People holding “Vote Yes” signs 
were reportedly razzed by voters 
who drove by them on their way to 
the polls. “I thought they were not 
respectful of what we were fight- 
ing for,” said Sherman. She said 
she had heard negative comments 
such as, “We'll get you at the 
polls” at Town Meeting after the 
override was passed.

They weren't 
driving ratty cars,” Said School 
Committee member Tina Gird- 
wood. She argued that the $81 that 
would be added to the property 
taxes of the average homeowner 
amounted to a nice meal out. 

The vote didn’t damage old 
bonds. Downs and her husband 
played cards with a group of 
retired residents including pro- 
override School Committee mem- 
ber Dick Collins last Friday.

Officials: Will schools be ready? 


By Rebecca Piro and Neil Fater 

Wearing hard hats, a mix of 
school, selectmen and other offi- 
cials trailed through the empty 
hallways of the unfinished High 
Plain Elementary and Wood Hill 
Middle schools last week with one 
purpose — to determine whether 
the schools will be ready to open 
on time. 

Construction on the $34-mil- 
lion project has slipped months 
behind schedule, and now it’s up 
to this group of officials - many 
of whom hold desk jobs — to make 
the call as to whether they’ll push 
to open the schools come Septem- 
ber, or whether they'll put a con- 
tingency plan in place. 

Recognizing that time is fleet- 
ing before the new school year 
begins in September, the School 
Building Committee has decided 
that the contractor should forego 
the usual process of creating his

own punch list of problems, and 
addressing these items. Typically, 
a contractor will go through the 
completed sections of a building 
and find items that need to be cor- 
rected. Then, once the contractor is 
finished with its list, the architect 
will inspect the area and create 
another punch list of items that it 
sees still need to be addressed. 

To save time on this job, the 
building committee has asked the 
architect to do one punch list in the 
interest of saving time. But archi- 
tect Joel Seely says “It’s going to 
be a lot of items.” 


School tour 


Last week, after an hour of 
wandering through the echoing 
buildings like rats in a maze, most 
town officials were still up in the 
air about how quickly the school 
could be completed. 
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A quizzical Selectman John 
Hess stared up at the cement ceil- 
ing. “They have a lot of work yet 
to be done. It’s a question of, is 
(general contractor Callahan & 
Sons) getting enough people in 
here to do the work?” 

Tom Deso, a member of the 
School Building Committee, did- 
n’t feign having an ability to look 
at the hallways ending in plastic 
sheets and plywood and guess how 
long it will take to plaster them 
over. 

“You can look at a building and 
see what’s going on, but how much 
is there left to build?” He 
shrugged. “I don’t know that.” 

More importantly, it’s any- 
body’s guess as to how long it will 
take to build. 

Workers have averaged com- 
pleting about $1 million worth of 
work each month, says Deso, and

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Sewer expansion 


Town consid

Selectmen are trying to decide 
if waiving $200 worth of sewer 
hook-up fees makes the sewer- 
expansion project more affordable 
to residents, or too costly to the 
town. 

Health Director Everett Penney 
has asked selectmen to waive two 
fees that residents, looking to con- 
nect to the new sewers, would nor- 
mally pay to the town. 

To tie into the sewer, a resident 
must file an application, which 
costs $100, and must pay another 
$100 for the town to inspect the 
hook-up. 

Residents eligible for sewer 
will also be responsible for better- 
ment fees, regardless of whether 
they want to tie in. The average 
betterment payment for the 1,600 
households affected by the project 
will be about $15,000, said Town 
Manager Buzz Stapezynski. 

“The Board of Health is look- 
ing at ways to make this more 
affordable... in hopes of encourag- 
ing more people to tie into the sew- 
ers,” he says. “This is something 
that will ease the burden.” 

Besides the two fees in question 
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and the betterment fees, residents 
will also have to pay for the engi- 
neering and installing of a pipe that 
connects their individual homes to 
the main line that will 


run down the street. ala not we waive it,” she 
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tie-in process within the next 
month, said Jack Petkus, public 
works director. 

If every eligible household 
decides to take advantage of the 
waived fees, the town will lose out 
on more than $300,000. At least 
one selectman isn’t sure that’s a 
good idea. 

“Three hundred thousand dol- 
lars is a lot of money,” said Select- 
man Mary Lyman. Considering 
that many residents have already 
expressed interest in tying into the 
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sewer, she’s not sure that the town 
should bother with the incentive at 

such a cost to itself. 
“Either you're interested or

$300,000 is not budgeted into the 
$30 million sewer project, and it 
won't make a difference to the pro- 
ject if that money isn’t collected, 
he added.

there’s $4 million to $5 million of 
work left to build. 

Steve Callahan, contractor pres- 
ident, is insisting that the buildings 
will be complete enough — and 
safe enough — for students to enter 
come September. 

He’s projecting that major con- 
struction on the middle school 
classroom areas will be done by 
June 24 — a week and a half from 
now. He says construction will 
wrap up on the elementary school 
by July 19 and the auditorium, 
which needs the most work, will 
be completed by Aug. 8. 

That leaves approximately one 
month before students are sched- 
uled to swarm through the halls, 
and the town and the contractor 
will have to step around each other 
to prepare the building for public 
use. 


Still to be done 


After the heavy work is done, 
the contractor must then attend to 
the architect’s punch-list items. Six 
months ago the architect also gave 
the contractor a list of 100 specific 
items to be addressed in areas 
where the contractor had already 
done substantial work. Seely told 
the School Building Committee 
last week, “They’re not being 
addressed.” 

On July 19, the town’s health, 
building and fire inspectors will 
inspect the buildings and make 
sure they are safe for students. At 
some point the desks and chairs 
will have to be moved in. It’s like- 
ly the contractor will still be doing 
some work when — and if — the stu- 
dents are in the buildings this Sep- 
tember. 

“It will be a tight schedule,” 
said Plant and Facilities Director 
Joe Piantedosi. 

“I would expect the (restric- 


tions) that (the building inspector) 
would put forward would be so 
onerous that you will not get par- 
tial occupancy,” Bernie Morrissey, 
building committee member, said 
at his committee’s last meeting. 

Even Norah McCarthy, princi- 
pal-to-be of Wood Hill Middle - 
whom the town is paying about 
$92,500 this year to be at the con- 
struction site - won’t make a con- 
fident recommendation. The best 
she can say is that she certainly 
hopes they open on time. 

“T see myself, my staff and my 
students in there. But there will be 
some concerns, and I want to keep 
the students safe. I will follow the 
lead of the School Committee and 
Claudia (Bach, superintendent),” 
she said. “I’ve never opened up a 
new school before.”

If only the middle school is 
complete come September, offi- 
cials could conduct partial occu- 
pancy, sending students to school 
in only half the building — the com- 
pleted half - while work continues 
in a closed half of the building.

CROSSING THAT BRIDGE 


When there is space to fill left by missing teeth, a fixed bridge is a good choice when 
implant placement is not possible.

bee MOMENTS AFTER she learned that the 
town would not support an override to fur- 
ther bolster the Andover Public Schools, 
Superintendent Claudia Bach was thinking of 
how else she could get more money for the 
schools. 

“We have a challenge ahead of us. We need 
to get the message out that we need to do 
more. We have to have it,” she said. 

Though the message voters were sending 
that day was that officials need to keep costs 
down, Bach’s drive is something to be 
encouraged. Andover needs both its school 
and town officials — along with the press and 
residents — to continue to focus on budget 
issues. Officials should be looking hard to 
next year, considering whether items that 
have become staples in the budget are still pri- 
orities, or are no longer as desired as they 
once were. 

The Strategic Planning Task Force, made 
up of members of the selectmen, School 
Committee and Finance Committee, can take 
a leadership role, with members working 
together to set and properly fund priorities. 
Residents could continue to offer their opin- 
ions to guide discussion. 

Some officials have said that even without 
an override this year, the town might need to 
come back for an override next year to main- 
tain services. 

The sooner substantial, in-depth budget 
discussions begin, the closer the town will be 
to having what it has to have — and paring 
what it does not.

Not partial to partial opening 


When classes 
end later this 
month, children 
slated to attend 
the new High 
Plain Elementary 
and Wood Hill 
Middle School 
won't know 
where they’ ll start 
the school year 
next September. 

Andover won't 
have any real han- 
dle on whether the new schools will be 
ready until at least July 19, and that’s 
being optimistic. On July 19, the town 
will see if life-saving systems like the 
building’s fire alarms, sprinklers and 
emergency-power equipment live up to 
the required standards. 

Assuming they do, there will still be 
much more to do to complete the 
schools. The contractor has averaged 
around $1 million worth of work each 
month during the project. As you read 
this, the town still owes him about $5 
million. How much work remains, 
timewise? The math is simple enough 
for most students to compute.

As a result, the School Building 
Committee and others will meet next 
Monday, June 17, to begin discussing 
partial occupancy — using part of the 
building in September while contractors 
continue working on the rest. 

Officials — and in the end it will be 
up to the town manager to decide - 
should approach this idea as they would 
an amorous skunk. 

Carefully, with fear of a malodorous 
outcome — or not at all. 

The Andover High School project of 
the 1990s showed the difficulties with 
extensive construction at an occupied 
school. Forget for a moment, if you can, 
about putting students in a potentially 
distracting, noisy environment. Once 
the kids are in, a contractor can start to 
point to their presence as a reason why 
he cannot complete work in a timely 
fashion. Then, the price tag of the pro- 
ject continues to climb. The town has 
already approved $350,000 more than 
originally sought for these two schools, 
and has had to cut its furniture and 
equipment budget by more than 
$200,000. 

The building committee had pledged 
to only use the $350,000 if absolutely 


necessary, but you can bet it will be 
spent. When she found out the new 
schools would not have a playground, 
School Committee member Tina Gird- 
wood suggested using contingency 
money to pay for one. 

“T can’t bear it,’ she said. “(New ele- 
mentary principal Brenda O’Brien) 
sounds desperate. I can’t bear to think 
we turn back money when we haven't 
finished the job.” 

If the town agrees to partial occupan- 
cy, some problem items might be 
allowed to slide to finish the project 
more quickly. Fortunately, the building 
committee is aware of such pitfalls. 
“What’s important is completing the 
entire school, and I don’t want to lose 
sight of that,” said School Building 
Committee member Alan Champagne 
at last week’s meeting. 

It will be difficult to keep the kids out 
the new school come September, even if 
it isn’t all ready. But if the town does 
agree to partial occupancy, residents 
may not get everything they paid for.

This is a time when we should 
rally ‘round our protectors and 
support them every way we Can, 
helping them do their jobs easier 
and better. 

With the possibilities that lie 
before us since Sept. 11, a contract 
should be the least of their wor- 
ries. Who among us would do 
their job at any price? 

The town of Andover should be 
ashamed for playing a game of 
chess with our firefighters at a piv- 
otal time. 

The one consistent short-com- 
ing of the Andover fire department 
is that they utterly lack the capaci- 
ty for self promotion. 

Please join me in letting our 
town officials know that we owe 
our firefighters a contract without 
further delay.

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Firefighters have called for a new contract at selectmen’s

It appeared that contract 
negotiations between the fire- 
fighters’ union and town offi- 
cials came to a head at a tense 
selectmen’s meeting last month, 
but the parties were actually 
having trouble discussing a new 
agreement as early as last 
November. 

At that time, the selectmen 
decided to stop the negotiations 
and recruit the help of an objec- 
tive third party, says Selectman 
Brian Major. 

“We put it on hold last 
November because things had 
gotten heated. There were some 
things that were said that the

board did not feel were appro- 
priate. In a professional envi- 
ronment, you don’t handle 
things that way.

Firefighters say working a two- 
day work week isn’t as easy as it 
may sound. That’s because each 
work day is 24 hours. 

According to the union’s con- 
tract, each firefighter works two 
24-hour shifts for every eight 
days. It’s not the typical 9 a.m. to 
5 p.m. job, but it adds up to an 
average of 42 hours per week. 
That means firefighters work just 
as long and hard as the next guy — 
or maybe harder, says John 
McMullen, union president. 

“We don’t get paid overtime for 
the extra two hours, and anybody 
else would get that,” he says. 

Besides that, firefighters say, 
under this contract they don’t 
make enough money to live in 
Andover. They don’t get benefits 
that employees of some private 
companies enjoy, like profit shar- 
ing and bonuses, McMullen says. 
And they shouldn’t have to tie up 
a fire truck and firefighters for the 
five minutes it takes to hang a flag 
for Memorial Day, as indicated by 
the grievance the union filed last 
week. 

That contract expired last July, 
and tensions have since tightened 
as 16 months of negotiations have 
failed to reach common ground. 
Until an agreement on a new con- 
tract is reached, firefighters will 
continue to work under the previ- 
ous agreement. Neither the town 
manager nor the union will talk 
about the new contract both 
groups are trying to hammer out — 
but the town manager has conced- 
ed at least that the 24-hour shift 
will stay. 

“It took a while to convince 
me,” says Town Manager Buzz 
Stapezynski, recalling three years 
ago when the firefighters rallied

successfully, for the first time, to 
establish the 24-hour shift system 
in Andover. “I’m still kind of 
skeptical of it. But, nevertheless, it 
appears to be working.” 

The “alleged” benefits of the 
24-hour shift, he says, is that fire- 
fighters are supposed to be work- 
ing less overtime (see story, page 
]), and that the same group of fire- 
fighters are working together 
longer. End-of-shift interruptions 
are less frequent for firefighters 
who are training or working on 
projects. Before this latest contract 
was settled, firefighters used to 
work two 10-hour day shifts and 
two 14-hour night shifts, followed 
by four days off, dividing up the 
same number of hours worked — 
about 42 — among four days per 
week. 

But they only spend a maxi- 
mum of about 91 days physically 
at the station, even if every fire- 
fighter worked every shift in his or

ment about $714,000 in overtime, 
or 1.5 times a firefighter’s regular 
wage. That amounted to about 
16.4 percent of the department's 
total salary pay of approximately 
$4.35 million that year. 

The contract — which has since 
expired — was signed in Septem- 
ber 1999, and the supposed 
money-saving schedule went into 
effect. But the percent of money 
spent on overtime pay actually 
increased. 

In 2000, the town paid about 
$884,100, or 17.4 percent of the 
department's total salaries, in over- 
time. 

That number decreased slightly 
in 2001 to about $847,000, or 
17.25 percent of the total salaries, 
but is expected to climb to 
$857,000, or 17.4 percent, by the 
end of 2002, according to esti- 


mates in the town manager’s bud- 
get. 

That number would have 
jumped a whole percent next year 
if firefighters had had their way. 

They requested a salary budget 
of about $5.15 million including 
$937,000 — 18.2 percent — for 
overtime pay. Town Manager Buzz 
Stapezynski refused, and allotted 
only $863,000, or about 17.25 per- 
cent of his $5.01 million salary 
budget — less than what firefight- 
ers wanted, but an increase 
nonetheless. 


Reducing overtime? 


According to John McMullen, 
Andover’s union president, the 
logic should work. When firefight- 
ers work more of their hours con- 
secutively — namely, by working 
24 hours, or half their weekly shift, 
in one shot — there’s less opportu- 
nity, or temptation, for them to call 
in sick. “People might call in sick 


if it’s a nice day out and not want 
to go in at night,” says McMullen, 
adding that more legitimate excus- 
es are also possible. “If you're at 
home (not working), there’s a 
chance you could get hurt, fall off 
a ladder. (This way,) once you get 
people there, they’re there.” 

If fewer firefighters call in sick 
or take leave, fewer shifts will need 
to be filled on overtime, he says. 

But has the town seen results? 
“It was going to significantly 
reduce our overtime, which it has- 
n't.” says Selectman Brian Major. 
That concerns him because he 
knows the overtime dollar figure 
could grow larger in future con- 
tracts if firefighters rally for other 
things — like more vacation time — 
which could inadvertently add to 
the number of overtime hours paid 
out. 

Bill Downs, a former fire chief 
in Andover and a selectman at the 


time this contract was being nego- 
tiated, doesn’t believe the contract 
has benefited taxpayers. 

“TI think if someone checked 
into it, (the overtime) wouldn't be 
reduced,” he says. “It don’t think it 
was for the best interest of the 
town.” 

There are two ways that fire- 
fighters can earn overtime. If a 
firefighter is called in to help in an 
emergency, he or she is paid a min- 
imum of four hours overtime, says 
union vice-president Lt. Jim Cutic- 
chia. A firefighter also receives 
overtime wages for filling in a shift 
for another firefighter who may be 
out on vacation or sick leave. If a 
firefighter works more than 15 
minutes past his regular 24-hour 
shift, that firefighter is paid for a 
minimum of 30 minutes overtime 

Selectman John Hess was in 
office when the now-expired con- 
tract was negotiated. He, too, says 


that reducing overtime was a big 
concern among selectmen, and 
that last year the board asked Fire 
Chief Chuck Murnane to work 
with firefighters to decrease the 
number of overtime hours they 
log. Murnane did not return a 
phone call from the Jownsman 

“T’ve been told by the chief that 
he’s expecting the overtime to be 
lower this year than last year, and 
I’m hoping it will be,” says Hess 
“Tt’s a problem and continues to be 
a problem and I think it’s got to be 
fixed.” 

Yet, the new contract currently 
under negotiation may not be the 
answer Hess says the town is look- 
ing for. Hess declined to talk about 
the specifics of the current negoti- 
ations, but didn’t sound confident 
that the new contract will close the 
loopholes that allow firefighters so 
much overtime. “There has been 
discussion of that.” he says.

without a lawyer. The firefighters 
are always willing to sit down 
and talk.” 

Despite the board’s decision to 
hold off further discussions 
before an arbitrator stepped in, 
Major says that selectmen agreed 
to let Town Manager Buzz 
Stapezynski talk with the union 
on the first day of Town Meeting 
in April. Firefighters had 
appealed to selectmen for another 
discussion, and, says Major, the 
selectmen were eager to get the 
contract settled.““Was that the best 
day for everybody to sit down? 
Probably not,” says Major. “Buzz 
had a lot more on his mind than 
trying to arbitrate a contract.” 

Firefighters now say that 
Stapczynski tentatively agreed to 
their proposals that day. 
Stapezynski disagrees, and says 
he can’t agree to anything with- 
out first receiving approval from 
the selectmen. His refusal to sign 
the contract angered firefighters, 
who assembled in protest three 
weeks ago before selectmen. 

Neither party will discuss the 
sticking points of the new con- 
tract discussions, but both seem 
stuck in their ways. 

“The board has put out what 
we feel is a fair contract,” says 
Major. “Tf the firefighters agree to 
it, we can sign the thing tomor- 
row. “It’s not a surprise that it’s 


vor loved ote bo 


going to arbitration. Everybody 
makes their own bed.” 

Cuticchia says its only impor- 
tant to the union that an agree- 
ment is reached. “We’re not being 
paid respect. Everyone says they 
honor firefighters... (but) they’re 
not treating us fairly now.” 

Firefighters filled the select- 
men’s conference room Monday 
night, the second meeting they 
have attended recently in protest. 
When it came time for selectmen 
to hear citizens’ petitions, fire- 
fighters stood up one by one and 
appealed to the selectmen for 
support. “We're very frustrated 
with what’s been happening. It’s 
been heated at times — very heat- 
ed,” said firefighter Eric Teichert, 
brother of Selectman Ted 
Teichert. “Some things were 
probably said that we wish 
weren't said. (But) let’s not say 
that the past year and four months 
were a waste of the union’s time 
and of Buzz’s time.” 

“It’s frustrating for me when I 
get phone calls,” said Ted 
Teichert. “I realize if there’s a fire 
in my house, you guys are jump- 
ing through the window, not me.” 

Other firefighters were less 
compromising than Eric Teichert. 
“Take a look at my face,” said 
firefighter Brian Beal. “I might be 
the one pulling you out of a fire. 
Settle the contract.” 

One resident who attended the 
meeting for another issue spoke 
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up in support of the firefighters. 
One year ago his family awoke to 
find their Gray Road home on 
fire, said Bob Gilbert. “They 
saved our house and asked for 
nothing in return,” he said, to 
which the firefighters responded 
with applause. 

Major says the town is offer- 
ing the firefighters a good deal, 
and that the town’s proposal 
includes more than the previous 
contract’s 3-percent raise for each 
of the contract’s three years. 
“This year... they’re going to do 
much better than that,” he says. 
“We really want to settle these 
things as soon as possible, but we 
can’t give away the ship either. 
There’s only so much a commu- 
nity can afford.” 

Town Manager’ Buzz 
Stapczynski issued a statement 
Wednesday that the Joint Labor 
Management Committee — the 
third party mediator — has 
offered two proposed meeting 
dates for the end of July. The fire- 
fighters union has said those 
dates are inconvenient, according 
to the statement, and the town is 
in the process of trying to find 
alternative dates, “hopefully earli- 
er than those initially proposed.” 

“The town stands ready to 
engage in this conflict resolution 
process,” the statement read, in 
part. It also again stated that “no 
agreement, tentative or otherwise, 
was reached.”

her regular schedule. If a firefight- 
er takes advantage of all the sick 
hours allotted — 16 paid hours per 
month of service — that adds up to 
192 hours of sick time available 
per year, or, divided by 24 hours, 
eight full shifts off. That means a 
firefighter could be at the station 
only 83 days out of the year. 

That’s not counting paid vaca- 
tion time a firefighter can take — 
four 24-hour days after one year 
of continuous service, six days 
after five years of service, eight 
days after 10 years and 10 days 
after 15 years. Nor does it take 
into account 12 paid “special 
leaves” allowed per firefighter per 
year, or unlimited, paid “allowed 
leave” for training. 

The town will spend about $4.9 
million of its entire budget this 
year to pay firefighters according 
to the 24-hour shift contract. Next 
year’s budget bumps that up to $5 
million. There are 77 union mem- 
bers. 

According to the agreement, 
firefighters’ base salaries ranged 
from about $33,400 to $38,800 for 
the first year of the contract; about 
$44,100 to $46,400 for lieu- 
tenants; about $57,600 for deputy 
chiefs; and about $65,800 for the 
fire-prevention deputy chief. Each 
of the three years of the contract 
would add an extra 3 percent onto 
each of those salaries. 

“We're slightly below the aver- 
age of other communities,” says 
McMullen. “Other communities 
have been getting great contracts, 
like 6-percent (increases) a year. 
We’re not even close to that.” 
Those salaries, however, don't 
include all the stipends, details 
and overtime pay most firefighters 
add to their base pay. Any fire- 
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fighter who is an EMT — and that 
means about 99.9 percent of the 
department, according to 
McMullen — receives a 6-percent 
stipend in addition to his pay. Fire- 
fighters who serve on the ambu- 
lance regularly receive an addi- 
tional | percent. Those who have a 
Class I or II driver’s license are 
paid a 3-percent scale differential. 
Firefighters who receive addition- 
al training also receive a bonus 1- 
percent stipend tacked onto their 
salaries. 

A firefighter with a college 
degree in any subject receives a 
percentage relative to the level of 
the degree, anywhere from 5 to 13 
percent. 

Besides that, for the past three 
years, more than 17 percent of the 
firefighters’ salary budget has paid 
for overtime — hours of work dur- 
ing which the firefighters are paid 
time and a half. 

Still, Stapczynski figures the 
scheduling switch-over is work- 
ing, because the town hasn't seen 
any catastrophes result. Neither 
have the other Massachusetts 
communities that are currently 
practicing a similar setup, such as 
Haverhill, North Reading and 
Methuen. But Andover firefighters 
initially had to fight hard to con- 
vince the town to try this. 

“IT wasn’t convinced it was 
safe,” Stapcezynski says. “I didn’t 
want to be the person picked up 
after someone had been working 
23 hours... and if they had a busy 
night.” 

It could take another eight 
months before the town and the 
union come to a consensus on a 
new contract. Two weeks ago, 
firefighters and officials put their 
dispute in the hands of the Joint 
Labor Management Committee, 
and an arbitrator may take that 
long to make a ruling.

ful.” 

This year another change has 
been implemented at the skate 
park, which is located between 
Andover High School and West 
Middle School. For the first time, 
a season pass will be required to 
enter the park, starting July 2. The 
pass will cost $20 per skater with 
a maximum of $50 per family. 

“We are becoming self-suffi- 
cient,” Lombardi said, “and we 
figured the people using the park 
should be the ones to support it.” 

This decision came after 


Andover Youth Services met with 
many of the skateboarders’ par- 
ents, and they all agreed it was a 
decent price to help pay for new 
ramps. However, the park will 
remain free until July 2, so that 
people can decide for themselves 
whether to purchase the pass. 

As far as supervision goes, two 
or three members of the youth ser- 
vice staff are always present. “We 
hang out, talk and skate with the 
kids, and answer questions,” 
Lombardi said. “Some of the kids 
that are tired of skateboarding still 
come down to hang out. It has 
become a real social place.”

“The kids still like to skate out- 
side the park and they always 
want somewhere new to skate,” 
Lombardi said. “It is just a part of 
being a skateboarder. But they do 
love the park. 

“I’m sure if you talk to local 
businesses,” he laughed, “they are 
very happy the skate park is 
open.” 

Despite its recreational uses, 
however, the skate park was not 
opened with the sole purpose of 
eliminating boredom for 
teenagers. 


“We are here to provide a lot of 
different services for young peo- 
ple,” Youth Service Director 
Glenn Wilson said. “Part of that is 
to relieve boredom... but we do a 
lot of educational things as well.” 

On Saturday, June 22, summer 
will open at the park with perfor- 
mances by local bands Clock- 
work, Crown and 2 Shades. There 
will also be a barbecue and a raf- 
fle, and all are welcome.

HEN A TOP OFFICIAL FOR 
small businesses came 
to the Merrimack Valley 
last week, there were four 
Andover businesses among the hit 
parade of small businesses mak- 
ing it in Massachusetts. 

Jeffrey Butland is the New 
England administrator for Presi- 
dent George W. Bush’s small 
business administration.

Here is a closer look at those 
four Andover businesses recog- 
nized at the event: 

Doyle Lumber Co.: This 
longtime Andover-based compa- 
ny was singled out for being fam- 
ily-owned. The company was 
founded in 1921 by Fred W. 
Doyle, a local builder and devel- 
oper. Today, it’s three generations 
later and the company is still run 
by the Doyle family. The compa- 
ny, located on six acres on River 
Road, is known as a must-go for 
building materials and supplies. 
Contractors and builders also like 
the company’s fleet of 10-wheel 
flatbed dump trucks, which ensure 
quick deliveries, according to 
Greg Doyle. 

Cronin’s Ice Cream: While 
this is also a family-run business, 
it was singled out in the wholesale 
category. The company, located in 
the Ballardvale section of town, 
distributes various brands of ice 
cream to freezers from Portland, 
Maine to New York City. Founder 
Charles Cronin Jr. started the busi- 
ness from his North Street home 
in Andover in 1960 and made 
$1.73 that first week. Now, his 
daughter Carilyn J. Cronin Dono- 
van, a graduate of Andover High 
School, is president. 

Addison Gallery at Phillips 
Academy: This museum was rec- 
ognized for its cultural signifi- 
cance around the Merrimack Val- 
ley.

Meanwhile, 
12,000 works and paintings, by 
such notables as John Singleton 
and Winslow Homer, make up the 
gallery’s permanent collection.

Coming a long way in a short time, 
the fledgling Andover High girls var- 
sity lacrosse team won a league title 
and advanced to the MIAA North 
Tournament quarterfinal round in just 
its second year of existence.
